Food industry is a very complex network which supplies the world’s need 
of food and it includes such activities as production, distribution, transport 
and preservation. Food industry contributes to many complex problems 
but we will work on two specific ones. One of them is unemployment and 
the other is access to food. 

These problems are significant because the food industry provides a 
continuous source of employment and make the food accessible for people 
from all over the world through the globalization of food. First of all, it 
plays an important role in local economies. According to the Committee for 
Economic Development (2017), food industry accounts for more than 20 
percent of all manufacturing employment in Hawaii, Nebraska, Delaware, 
Idaho, lowa, and South Dakota. On the other hand, the food industry has 
introduced new products in order to respond the dynamics of consumer 
demands.
